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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Heiman 
US patent 4,726,400. 

Heiman '400 discloses, "it is known in the art to provide a terry-type cloth product 
and method of making the same wherein such cloth product comprises ground fill and 
ground warp interlaced to define ground of the product and with the ground having a 
top surface and a bottom surface, and pile warp extending from the ground with 
the pile warp comprising a plurality of sets of pile yarns with each set of 
pile yarns having a plurality of pile yarns." (3-pick terry, 1 pick for the ground, 1 pick for 
the upper pile and 1 pick for the lower pile). 

Further Heiman discloses, "The yarns defining the ground fill, ground warp, and 
pile warp of the cloth product of this invention (and it is to be understood that any 
reference to cloth product means cloth product 40, 40A, 40B and 40C) may be made of 
any suitable material including yarns made of natural or synthetic material. 
Preferably all of the yarns are made of cottoni however, such yarns may be made 
of blends of cotton and polyester as is known in the art. Further, depending 
upon the desired characteristic of the product the around fill and around warp 
may be selected of appropriate materials and the pile warp may be selected of 
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the same or different materials, likewise any combination of yarns may be 
utilized to define the ground fill, around warp, and pile warp as desired ." 

The instant invention, recites the use of known spun, filament, natural, synthetic 
or blended yams thereof in either of the warp, fill, or pile directions. These limitations 
are clearly anticipated by Heiman as shown in the citation above. 

The "non-moisture transporting" limitation is inherent to the polyester material 
cited in Heiman as no modification of the polyester is disclosed. Polyester is inherently 
non-moisture transmitting unless it is modified to do so. 

With regards to the limitation "consisting essentially of a non-moisture 
transmitting synthetic filament", 

The MPEP states, "The transitional phrase "consisting essentially of limits the 
scope of a claim to the 

specified materials or steps "and those that do not materially affect the basic and novel 
characteristic(s)" of the claimed invention. In re Herz, 537 F.2d 549, 551-52, 
1 90 USPQ 461 , 463 (CCPA 1 976) 

"A consisting essentially of claim occupies a middle ground between closed 
claims that are written in a consisting of format and fully open claims that are drafted in 
a comprising' format." PPG Industries v. Guardian Industries, 156 F.3d 1351, 1354, 48 
USPQ2d 1351, 1353-54 (Fed. Cir.1998). See also Atlas Powder v. E.I. duPont de 
Nemours & Co., 750 F.2d 1569,224 USPQ 409 (Fed. Cir. 1984); In re Janakirama-Rao, 
317 F.2d 951, 137 USPQ 893 (CCPA 1963); Water Technologies Corp. vs. Calco, Ltd., 
850 F.2d 660, 7USPQ2d 1097 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 
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For the purposes of searching for and applying prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, absent a clear indication in the specification or claims 
of what the basic and novel characteristics actually are, "consisting essentially of will be 
construed as equivalent to "comprising." See, e.g., PPG, 156 F.3d at 1355, 48 
USPQ2d at 1355."
